with the case. Mrs. Rowland and 
Mrs. Webster are cousins, it was 
said.

Following inform ation from a 
delegation of volunteer guards 
at the Webb bridge over Big 
Flatrock, a search of the creek 
bottoms south from th a t bridge 
was made Monday night.
